This indenture made this second day of December in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty four between Daniel DRY, Samuel PYATT and Willian 
EDWARDS, County Commissioners of the County Commissioners’ Court of the County 

of Perry and the state of Illinois of the first part and William D. OZBURN of the 
second part to witness that the said Daniel DRY, Samuel PYATT and William EDWARDS 
county commissioners as foresaid, have just placed and bound and by these present 
do place and bind John LAKIN of the age of six years on or about the 8th day of 
March in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty five to be an apprentice 
with him, the said William D. OSBURN (sic), to dwell from the date of these pre- 
sents until the said John LAKIN shall come to the age of twenty one years which 
will be on or about the 8th of March A.D. 1850 according to the act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the state of Illinois in such case made and provided. 


By and during all which time and term the said John LAKIN shall the said William 
D. OSBURN, his said master, well and faithfully serve in all such lawful business 
as the said John LAKIN shall be put into by his said master according to the 
power, wit and ability of him, the said John LAKIN, and honestly and obediently 
in all things shall behave himself toward his said master and honestly and ord- 
erly towards the rest of the family of the said William D. OSBURN. 


And the said William D. OSBURN for his part for himself, his executors and admin- 
istrators, doth hereby promise and covenant to and with the said County Commis- 
sioners and every one of them and theirs and every one of their successors in 
office for the time being and to and with the said John LAKIN that he, the said 
William D. OZBURN (sic), shall the said John LAKIN in the craft, mystery and 
occupation of farmer or agriculture which the said William D. OZBURN now useth 
after the best manner that he can or may teach instruct and inform, or cause to 
be taught, instructed and informed as much as thereunto belongeth or in any wise 
appertainith. And the said William D. OZBURN shall also find and allow to said 
apprentice sufficient meat, drink, apparel, washing, lodging and all other things 
needful of meet for an apprentice during the time aforesaid, And the said William 
D. OZBURN shall also cause said John LAKIN to be taught to read and write and the 
ground rules of arithmetic and shall give to the said apprentice, at expiration 
of his said term of service, a good horse, saddle, and bridle of the value of 
sixty dollars and a new Bible and two new suits of clothes suitable to his con- 
dition,*
